Pasha that the convention embodied 
Great Britain’s last word, and that the 
other powers gave their unqualified sup- 
port to the terms. 

On his part Ismet had replied that he 
hoped his Governmént would accept the 
conditions set farth, and promised a re- 
Ply. by 5 o’clock in the evening. In the 
meantime the British commander re- 
turned -to Constantinople, where he re- 
mained until early this afternoon, pro- 
ceeding to Mudania on the Iron Duke to 
hear the Turks’ decision.

Even Advances to Them From 
Private Financial Interests 
Will Be Discouraged.

DEBT POLICY IS AFFECTED 


Attitude of United States Toward 
Allied Debts Dependent on Eu- 
rope’s Efforts at Rehabilitation. 


Times, 
WASHINGTON, Oct..'10.—No expecta- 
Ltion exists. on the. part of the United 
States Government that it will receive 
any return on_its war loans to its for- 
meér European allies, except in the case 
of Great Britain, until those nations 
readjust their finances and through a 
process of rehabilitation place them- 
selves in a position to pay their obliga- 
tions. This was made clear today in a 
high official quarter. 

On its face this statement appears to 
be encouraging to the apparent dispo- 
sition of continental governments to 
bring about an indefinite postponement 
of a refunding of their American war 
debts, with, perhaps, the hope of ulti- 
mate agreement of the United States 
to cancel its allled indebtedness. But 
the real significance of the statement 
lies in what seems to be the fact,.that 
it contemplates a policy on the part of 
this Government by which an embargo 
will ‘be placed. on further American 
loans tp certain European powers. 

That there should be no more loans 
Pby this Government directly to any of 
our former allies.had already been de- 
termined. What came to light today 
was that loans from private American: 
financial interests are also likely to be 
tabooed. 
cal situation in. Europe-hes 
ha “phase that, in the opin- 
ion of some of those having great in- 
fluence in the councils of the Harding 
Administration, it. would be the’ part of 
American-and international folly to per- 
mit such conditions to continue if it. %s 
within the power of the United States 
Government to prevent them through 
cutting off the American source of fi+ 
nancial supply. 


American Observers Dissatisfied. 


Dissatisfaction over the political situ- 
ation in Continental Europe has been 
expressed by many American obsérvers 
recently returned from European tours, 
and particularly by members of the 
Senate. Certain European governments, 
heavily in debt to the United States, are 
maintaining large military establish- 
ments—keeping themselves on a war- 
footing, in fact—and making no real 
effort to reduce expenditures in an at- 
tempt to balance their budgets and 
otherwise seeking to put themselves in 
& position to meet their obligations. 

That the United States would be dere- 
LJict in its duty not only to its own people 
but toward .civilization in permitting 
debtor nations to maintain extravagant 
military establishments on borrowed 
American money appears to have become 
the conviction of men high in the Ad- 
ministration, Judged from what was said 
today in informed quarters. 

Some. time ago the. Administration 
adopted -the-policy of supervising loans 
of private: American banking interests. to 
foreign. Governments’ and loans of any 
considerable magnitude to foreign busi- 
ness interests. To carry out this policy 
required - the. voluntary co-operation of 
the banking interests. They responded 
in a wholehearted way, much to the 
gratification of the Government, and 
since then they have advised with the 
State Department whenever they were 
approached by foreign Governments or 
business interests with reference to ex- 
tending financial help, 

It is now inferred that the Govérnntant 
will not Iook with. favor ;on loans by 
American bankers to -foreign Govern- 
ments or foreign business interests 
which gre to be utilized dn keeping cer- 
tain nations on.a war footing. Bfforts

SPAN PARK AVENUE) 


City Provides for Sixteen- 
Story Office Structure. 


COMPANY TO-GET AIR RIGHTS 


Scheme Includes Building of 
Viaducts Practically Encir- 
ting Grand Central Terminal. 


A sixteen-story office building to stand 
astride Park. Avenue between Forty- 
fifth and Forty-sixth Streets, like the 
Municipal Building bridging Chambers 
Street, is to be built by the New York 
Central. Railroad Company if the Board 
of . Estimate approves an offer of the 
New “York Central ‘submitted yesterday 
through Borough President’ Julius Miller. 
The building, to be erected at the north 
end. ofthe Grand. | “Perminal’ fn’ 
the same architéctural design as the 
station, would have a base of approxi- 
mately 400 feet: from. east to west, and 
200 feet from north to south. 

Between the legs of this modern Co- 
lossus would run eventually a great 
stregm: of traffic. The New York Cen- 
tral’s: plans for the building are dis- 
closed in connection with the efforts of 
Borough President Miller and his Chief 
Engineer, Amos Schaeffer, to open De- 
pew Place by extending a viaduct 
around the east side of the Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal to connect again with 
Park Avenue just north. of -Forty-fifth 
Street. 

For the purposes of the viaduct on the 
east side of the Grand Central Terminal 
the-city requires railroad property the 
cost of which would be’ prohibitive, ac- 
cording to Present Miller, either by 
direct purchase or by condemnation pro- 
ceedings. For its huge office building- 
the New York Central must have the 
consent of the city to its use of “air 
rights ’’ over part of Park Avenue. 


Railroad’s Final Offer. 


Borough President Miller received the 
offer from the New “York Central. with 
the understanding that it.was final. 
For more than a year he has been nego- 
tiating with .New York Central repre- 
sentatives. He gaid it wotld require} 
several days for him to decide whether 
he would make any rf dation to 
the Board of Estimate. concerning their} 
action oni the offer. : 

Tf-the plan should prove acceptable to 
the city, Mr, Miller said he would pro- 
ceed with the building of the viaducts, 
practically encircling the Grand Central 
Terminal. Southbound traffic on Park 
Avenue would pass around the west side 
of the terminal and northbound traffic 
around the east. In a memorandum pre- 
pared for the Board of Estimate, Presi- 
dent Miller said: 

** Negotiations have been under way 
with the railroad.company for’ some 
time with the object of getting an ease- 
ment over the roadway in front of thé 
station and.over Depew Place for the 
use of the public, -The railroad ‘com- 
pany, realizing that additional facilities 
are necessary to provide for the con< 
stantly increasing traffic in this vicinity, 
has offered many constructive sugges- 
tions during the negotiations which are 
about completed. 

“The plan which has been worked out 
to provide this additional roadway, with- 
out interfering with the present use of 
Depew Plate, ‘is to construct a new 
roadway, beginning at about Forty-third 
Street, and rising on an up de to the 
neXt level ahove:Depew Place,’and above 
Forty-fifth..

CHARGES SLANDER} 


Mrs. De Bouchel Says a Report 
to Him Reflecting on Her 
Broke Engagement. 


SHE HINTS AT CONSPIRACY 


Demands-Names of informants, 
but He Refuses, Saying They 
Told Him “in Confidence.”

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 10.—Names of 
persons who furnished Asa G. Candler 
Sr., Atlanta capitalist, with the infor- 
mation. that prompted his decision to 
break his engagement to marry Mrs. 
Onezgima De Bouchel of New Orleans 
will not be divulged, according to a 
statement igsuéd here tonight by counsel 
“ahs Mr. Candler. The statement, ‘made 

XK. D. Thompson, “personal attorney 
ee Mr. Candle 5S aataiees one.today by. 
Mrs. De Bouchel, whose. engagement to 
the wealthy manufacturer and banker 
was announced several weeks ago. 

In her statement. Mrs. De Bouchel 
severely criticised what she termed this 
‘‘clumsy conspiracy’’ and ‘*‘ hideous 
slander’’ and Mr. Candler’s: refusal to 
divulge his sources of information. re- 
flecting upon her character which, she 
stated, he gave as reasons for his failure 
to proceed with original plans for their 
marriage. 

“Mr. Candler eincerely regrets that 
Mrs. De Bouchel should have given such 
publicity to an unfortunate private af- 
fair,” the statement issued by Mr. 
Thompson read “Certain friends 
brought «him information: in confidence, 
which made it impossible for a marriage 
between them to have been a happy one. 
He communicated this to Mrs. De Bou- 
chel. He has not and would not disclose 
it to any one else. He feels it would be 
unfair fer’ him to disclose the names of 
his friends, and thereby shift to them 
a responsibility which he alone will 
bear, unless these friends, at the proper 
time and place, Volunteer to repeat what 
they told to him.” 


She Calls Statements False. 


‘“‘The statements. of Mr. Candler’s 
‘friends’ are utterly unfounded and un- 
true, and I do not believe that they are 
even believed by fhim,’’ Mrs. De Bouychel 
said in reply to the statement issued by 
Mr. Thompson. “At any rate, the first 
statement in his letters to me before I 
came to Atlanta accused me of receiving 
men in my room during the reunion here 
in 1919. This I disproved in the prés- 
ence of Mr. Candler and his son. They 
then charged me’ with pleading with a 
traveling salesman to come and see me 
in my room at the Piedmont Hotel and 
only allowing him to leave me on his 
promise to come and see me in New 
Orleans.’ ° 

Mrs. -De Bouchel stated that she 
would demand end ‘' would: have a re- 
traction of slanderous charges against 
her character and the names of the per- 
sons responsible for their. dissemination 
in Atlanta and elsewhere.’’ 

Mrs." De Bouchel had a two hours’ 
conference with Mr, Candler .and his 
son, Asa Jr., soon after her arrival here 
Sunday from Chattanooga. 

She had journeyed to Chattanooga 
several days ago, Mrs. De Bouchel- said; 
after Mr. Candler had telegraphed her 
at Reno that ‘‘ circumstances positively 
prevent. my filling engagements ‘with 
you on the 20th."’

Passenger steamships belonging to the 
United States Shipping Board. began 
yesterday to disgorge their liquor stocks 
in aécordance with the recent decision- 
of Attorney General Daugherty regard- 
ing liquors on vessels, Zone Chief John 
D. Appleby, in charge of the enforce- 
ment in this. port of the new ruling in 
conjunction with the customs officials, 
said last night that four vessels in port 
yielded during.the day a total of 4,000 
bottles of whisky,. wines and other 
liquors. - The liquors are being trans- 
ferred to the army base in Brooklyn. 

Just what action will be taken in re- 
gard to the American vessels other than 
those of the Shipping Board will be an- 
nounced this morning. ‘‘ I -have~ had 
several telephone calls from owners of 
vessels,’’ Chief Appleby said, ‘‘ request- 
ing that we take over the liquor supplies | ¢ 
on their vessels.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 10.—Representa- 
tives of the headquarters offices of the 
customs service and the profiibition unit

Parent ‘Aebueed Her of Writing 
“Blackhand” Letters to Him, ' 
Girl Declares. 


After Pearl Bahmer, the girl witness 
in the. Hali-Mills murder, was ar 
rested yesterday and committed to jail 
for a week pending the continuance of 
the hearing, on a charge of incorrigibli- 
ity, reporters were permitted to question 
her. 

“T don’t really hate my father,’’ she 
said nervously, “After this fs all over 
I'll jump in the river and I'll go down 
three times this time.’’ 

She was referring to her recént’ at- 
tempt at ‘suicide, when she was fished 
from. the Raritan Canal and later re- 
vived ‘at St. -Peter’s Hospital.. On that 
oceasion she left a ‘note alleging that 
Schneider had been responsible for. her 
act. She retracted this later in the day, 
it | alleging that abuse by 'her father had 
caused her to seek death. 

“Mrs. Schneider wrote ‘to me and 
asked me if she could see me,"’ Pearl 
said, ‘‘ She wrote tice, in fact, and 
asked me to stay away from her hus- 
band on the Saturday after the murder. 
Then on Saturday she came. from her 
home in South River to the house in 
which I am. living at 228 Nelson Street 
and we walked out.in the direction of 
the Phillips farm. ; 

‘It was dark, I - remember, and I 
showed Mrs. Schnéider. the place where 
the bodies were found. ‘Let's go into 
the house and look around,’ she said. 
I did not know there was a house in 
the neighborhood, as it is screened/ off 
by trees.’’ .

800,000 REFUGEES NEED AID. 


Near East Relief Official Reports-on 
Smyrna Victims. 


The number of refugees dependent 
upon American relief workers in the 
Near East may reach 800,000, - said 
Charles V. Vickrey, General Secretary 
of the Near Bast Relief, at a luncheon 
of the Gyro Club yesterday in the Hotel 
Pennsylvania. He has just returned 
from an inspection trip inthe S 
district, Transcaucasia and elsewhere. 

Cablegrams received in’ the last few 
days from the Levant were read by Mr. 
Vickrey, who stated that his organiza- 
the three weeks after the 
Smyrna disaster, sent more than $315,000 
worth-of supplies to tne victims.

THE NEW ‘BRUNSWICK MYSTERY. 
Governor fEpwarvs's intervention in 
the New Brunswick murder - mystery 
'|was quickly followed by developments 


‘as unexpected as.they were startling. |

tity: ” ‘The theory ‘js that Dr, Hav 
and Mrs..Mr.ia were killed by a youth 
who supposed ‘that he was attacking 
a girl of 16‘and her drunken father. 
The evidence of the crime was. fur- 
nished mainly by. another youth who 
was infatuated with the girl and hated 
her father. ; 

It was from the. accusér andthe 
girl that the authorities first learned 
that thers had been a double murder. 
The. pair ‘‘ discovered.” the bodies 
thirty-six -hours after the crime was 
committed: They were, of course, ex- 
amined and told their-stories, but’ it 
was not until the Governor intervened 
that the prosecutor sought intensively 
to, implicate the girl's companion and 
the other youth. It had been brought 
out early in the investigation that the 
two young men, who loafed about the 
streets and in the perks at all hours, 
were together on the night of the 
murder.. They admitted that they 
followed the girl and her father 
until they lost track of them. More 
than a fortnight passed without an 
intimation from the public prosecutor 
that he suspected the fellow-loafers of 
having anything to dowiththe murder. 
It was not until the State Constabu- 
lary came-into the case that they were 
re-examined, and then came the offi- 
cial ‘announcement thgt oné of them 
had been arrested charged with the 
murder, The accuser’s last story did not 
tally in many details with two earlier 
statements. But upon tho strength 
of his latest disclosure _ CLIFFORD 
HAYES was arraigned for the murder. 

Young Hares pleaded not guilty, and 
was held without bail for the Grand 
Jury. New Brunswick does not’ be- 
lieve that he is guilty. The discrep- 
ancies in the case are not easily to be 
smoothed away. Young Hare’ appar- 
ently had no motive for firing four 
shots. at the wayward girl and her 
drunken father. The cutting of 
Mrs. Mrius's throat is not accounted 
for in the accuser’s story, nor the 
careful laying out of the bodies as 
they were found, nor the strewing of 
letters from the woman to the clergy- 
man about the ground, nor the disap- 
pearance of his watch and money. - It 
seems incomprehensible. that Mrs. 
MILLS, @ woman of 82, should have 
been mistaken for the girl) Par. 
BaHMER, at a distance of a few feet 
from the murderer's pistol. The case 
has surely been all along bungled. 
If the prosecutor of Somerset County 
has not made another mistake, he will 
have to: be ‘congratulated upon a re- 
markable pitce of detective work. But 
New Brunswick is: thoroughly skep- 
tical.

The advice to take the cash and 
let the credit go came from a poet 
or philosopher.

Interborough reor- 
ganization: Whatever there is of good 
in it, he states, cautiously reserving 
the right to affirm later that there 
is no good in it Whatever, is due to 
his own. farsighted initiative. This 
little tendency of the Mayor to prevent 
the diversion to others of praise which 
really should be bestowed upon him- 
self was apparently in. Governor 
MILLER’s mind when he wrote his 
letter to Mr. HYLAN yesterday. explain- 
ing how buses could be run lawfully 
in the city streets. where the au- 
thorities had let them go illegally.

“THE HOUSE OF QUIET.” 

Climbing ‘upon the ruins of its five 
earlier incarnations, Beisan or Beth 
Shan, “ the house of quiet,” looks out 
unperturbed over the world which this 
city of Palestine from its deepest level 
knew for as many years B. C. as at its 
higher levels it-has existed A. D. It 
has surmounted every effort to bury 
it. Israelites, Philistines, 18, 
Saracens, Crusaders, the French, Per- 
sians, Druses, Turks, Arabs and Eng- 
lish from Barak to ALLENBY have 
fought on “the plain of Jezreel, at 
whose entrance it stands upon a great 
mound,*Beisan the Ineluctable. 

It is literally built upon the sarcoph- 
agi and stone relics of its dead past, 
which have but lately been unfovered. 
Among these memorials is a stone with 
its laudation of an Dgyptian King of 
the .twelfth century B. C. In that 
same hillock have just been found the 
first sarcophagi of the Philistines, 
whose very name once stirred Samson 
to his show of strength and now sur- 
vives as a challenge to the cultured. 
It is‘the hope of the archaeologist yet 
to’ find there reports published in the 
house of the Philistines’ idols of the 
battles, of which we have only the ac- 
counts by the war correspondents on 
the. other side; for it was to one of 
the’ stones in this mausolean village 
that the body of Sau. was fastened, 
his head having been circulated in the

There are soms who are interested in the 
practical problems of aviation who would 
welcome an opportunity to become identified 
with an operating flying unit organized in 
preparatién for national defense. The 102d 
Squadron of the Twenty-seventh Division, 
now in process of. recruiting to authorized 
strength, offers such an opportunity. Squad- 
ron headquarters and airdrome are located 
at Miller Field, near New Dorp, 8. I. The 
squadron equipment, furnished by the Fed- 
eral Government, is on hand... The airplanes 
are the standard Curtiss two-seater, with 
180 horse power Hispano-Suize motors. 
The flying personnel of the squadron con- 
sists of a commissioned instructor detailed 
from the army, sixteen flying officers, pilots 
and observers, commissioned in the National 
Guard, and a staff of commissioned admin- 
istrators are active. All the commissioned 
personnel of the squadron are men with war 
records. 

The enlisted personnel, now numbering 
more than seventy recruits, consists largely 
of men under twenty-five years of age 
without prior aviation experience. Active 
flying operations on Staten Island will cor- 
tinue throughout fair weather. <A safety- 
first rule is rigidly maintained.

America 
is no longer the land: of plenty as far 
as. working chances are coneerned. 
Woman privileged by fate through in- 
herited’ wealth: or otherwise ought to 
grant the privilege of compensated work 
to those of her sisters “who must: other- 
wise starve. Seeing the army of young 
office girls wearing beaded crépe de 
chine dresses and immaculate’ dancing 
slippers working for salaries ranging 
from $12 a week to $25, it seems as if 
the age limit of thirty years for office 
women was due to the plenitude of 
available help that does not rely on a 
living income. ‘These girls when not 
Tharried will<in later years be ~middle- 
aged working women themselves. Start- 
ing to go to work at an age when still 
enjoying their parents’ care, they would 
better devote their time to various 
branches of study instead .of hurrying 
through a filer’s or stenographer’s 
course. It is also detrimental to their 
not. fully ’developed bodies to. be shut 
out from sun and)fresh air for fully 
seven. or eight hours a 4d with the 
nervous strain of business life in addi- 
tion. It is bad enough: for. such young 
girls ds those whose parents cannot af- 
ford-to give them a better education. 

There is another side to the problem, 
however, still more deplorable than the 
middle-aged woman’s fate, who, after 
all, may resort to hotisework, neédle- 
work or the care of children, Every 
place taken by a woman keeps a man 
out who is the natural provider of @ 
woman’s living. Statistics would prove 
that ‘many a man’s bachelorhood is 
forced upon him through the impossi- 
bility to find or hold a position-offering 
sufficient récompense to keep’a wife 
and a -family.. Those who compromise 
by marrying a girl who continues to go 
to work after her marriage, neither 
making a real home for her. husband 
nor raising a family, do-not get their 
returzs for taking the résponsibility of 
marriage. Also girls used to spending 
money fredly on trifles or unnecessary 
finery and accustomed to the excitement 
of business life will, as a rule, not adapt 
themselves easily tothe quiet life in a] 
home, a Woman's work therein, and will [ 
continue to spend money on things not 
worth-the expense. 

No matter what some. exhapti¢nel 
women, like Mme. Curie, to name.the 
greatest of all, can accomplish in 
science, public life or in biisiness, a 
woman’s place is in the home. For 
even Mme. Curie in her early married 
life divided her time between the lab- 
oratory, the kitchen, the nursery and 
the: laundry, doing’ alf that work with 
her own hands, and she most likely did 
not consider herself a man’s drudge 
for that.

Plan Discussion ‘of Press in Its Re- 
lation to Public Affairs. - 


CLEVELAND, . Ohio, Oct, 10.—Plans 
for a discussion at a dinner in Washing- 
ton April 21 of the newspaper in its re- 
lation to public affairs by men of na- 
tional and international prominence were 
Made at a meeting of -the Board of 
Directors of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors hére today. ;

gerd for the traditions of my. ancestors 
—all_ of which gave me muych’ trouble 
and tried my patiehce, but also provided 
me with a great deal of enjoyment. 


Architectural Interests. 


In restoring the Berlin palace, the 
Empress Frederick, with her sure, keen 
eye for the proper style and her sound 
judgment, helped materially in offset- 
ting the harm and neglect dating from 
bygone days. My mother’s expression 
of her view ought surely tobe of gen- 
‘eral interest: ‘“‘Any style is good so 
long as it is pure.’’ Ihne used to call 
the -eclecticism of the "80s ‘“‘a peu 
prés style’’ (the ‘‘ Almost Style ’’). 
The restoration of the Picture Gallery, 
the-last work of Herr Ihne—who died, 
unfortunately, all too sooh—was not 
completed until during the first half of 
the war. The. palace of my forefathers, 
erected at much pains and a source of 
pride” to me, was. later bombarded, 
stormed, sacked and devastated by. revy- 
olutionary hordes, . 

These artistic building enterprises, as 
well as the already-mentioned restora- 
tion.of the White Drawing Room, be- 
long among the duties of representation 
devolving upon €very Government, be 
it absolute, constitutional or democratic 
in form. They afford a criterion of 
the national culture and are @ means 
of encouraging artists ahd,—through 
them, the development of art. 

During my vacations I busied myself 
with archaeology and was active in ex- 
cavation work. Here I kept in view one 
basic idea: to discover the roots from 
which ancient Greek art developed and 
to erect or find a bridge in the endeavor 
to establish the cultural influence of the 
East on the West. It appeared to me 
that Assyriology was important, since 
from it might be expected an elucidation 
and vitalizing of the Old Testament, 
and, hence,..of the Holy Scriptures. 
Therefore, I accepted with pleasure the 
offer of the Presidency of the German 
Orient Society. and devoted myself to 
the study of its work, which I promoted 
to the best of my ability, never missing 
one of its public lectures on the results 
of its explorations. I had much to do 
with those at the head of it, and caused 
detailed reports to he made to me of the 
excavations at Nineveh, Assur and 
Babylon, in Egypt and in Syria, for the 
protection, and facilitation of which .I 
often’ personally brought influence to 
bear on the “Turkish Government. 

Professor Delitzsch, a member of the 
society, gave his well-known and much- 
attacked  6étire’ ‘on ‘Babel and 
Bible,"’. which, unfortunately, fell upon 
the ears of a public as yet too ignorant 
and unprepared, and led to all-_sorts of 
misinterpretations, some of them in 
church circles. . 


I strove hard to clear up the matter. 
Since I) realized that the importance of 
Assyriology, then enlisting the efforts 
of many prominent men, including 
clergymen of both religions, was not 
yet understood and appreciated by the 
general public, I had my trusted friend 
and brilliant theatre director, Count 
Hiilsen-Haesler, produce the play 
** Assurbanipal,’’ after long preparation, 
under the auspices of the German Ori- 
ental Society. Assyriologists of all coun- 
‘tries were invited to the dress rehearsal; 
in the boxes, all mixed up together, were 
professors, Protestant and Catholic 
clergymen, Jews and Christians.

It was a joy to hear Dérpfeld read 
and elucidate the old. Homeric poems, 
and establish, by means of a map. and’ 
following the hints and descriptions. of 
the poet, the location of the old Achaean 


origration. It appeared that the names |: 
of the old places had often been trans- 
ferreg by. the dispossessed inhabitants to 
the new places.. This made the identi- 
fication ofthe location more difficult. 
Nevertheless, Dirpfeld had rediscovered 
the location of a whole’ series of them, 
with the help of his Homer, which. he 
carried in his hand lMke a Baedeker, 
hitting upon it by following the minute 
geographical descriptions given. by 
Homer. : 

This interested me so much that I took 
a trip by water, with the Empress, in 
the company of Dirpfeld, in ordér to put 
the. matter to the test:. We went to 
Leukas (Ithaca) and visited, one after 
another, the places made famous by the 
* Odyssey,”’ while Dérpfeld read from 
his Homer the descriptive text. referring 
to each. I was amazed and had to admit 
that the region and the description ‘tal- 
lied exactly. 

The excavations begun by mé in Corfu 
under Dérpfeld’s direction had‘ valuable 
archaeological results, since, they pro- 
duced’ evidence of an. extremely remote 
epoch of the earliest Doric art. The 
relief of the Gorgon has given rise al- 
ready to many theories—probable and 
improbable —' combined, unfortunately, 
with a lot of superfluous dcrimonious 
discussion. Frem all ‘this, it seems to 
me, one.of the piers for the bridge 
sought by me between Asia and Hurope 
is assuming shape. 

-I sent reports regularly to the Arch- 
aeological Society, and I also brought 
the well-known Professor Caro from 
“Athens to work with me. I was busy 
with preparations for lectures to be de- 
livered before the society during the 
Winter of 1914-15, and with searching 
discussions on many disputed questions, 
which I hoped to bring toward a solu- 
tion sine.ira et studio. It was a pleasure 
to me.to be visited almost regularly, at 
Corfu, by English ‘and American ar- 
chaeologists, former pupils of Dérpfeld, 
who helped zealously in throwing light 
on. the difficult problems which often 
came up. Since they were at work in 
Asia Minor, I was deeply interested in 
héaring what importance they attached 


art—as a result of their’ discoveries— 
and: how readily they recognized a con- 
nection with the East in the finds made 
at Corfu, In 1914, Professor Duhn ‘of 
Heidelberg visited the excavations at 
forfu and, after thorough investigation, 
fave his support to the views held by 
WDbrpfeld and me. 1 shall tell in a sep- 
‘trate piece of writing about the result 
of;my Corfu excavations. 

That was the sort of thing which, in 
the Spring of 1914, occupied the thoughts 
of the German Emperor who, lusting for 
robbery and conquest, is accused of hav- 
ing bloodthirstily brought on the world 
war. While I was exploring and dis- 
cussing: Gorgons, Doric columng and 
Homer, they’ were already mobilizing 
against us in the Caucasus and Russia. 
And, the Czar, at the beginning of the 
year, when asked about his travel plans, 
hed replied: ‘‘Je resterai chez .moi 
cette année, car nous aurons la guerre !’’ 
(I shall stay at home this year, for we 
are going to have war.)

Doubt Success of Restriction. 


The financial. world “is, however, “in- 
clined .to believe that. the, Government 
méasures, against speculation. will not 
help and that they, have come .too ‘late. 
It is. cohsidered doubtful that any ordi- 
nances or laws can.curb the German 
pedéple’s instinctive hunger for ‘dollars, 
pounds and gulden. The. popular craving 
for relatively good foreign moneys is 
intense and insatiable. 

A curious development of the mark 
depreciation is. that-people: who have 
paper marks to spare do *ot deposit 

in savings or other anks,. but 
buy foreign: paper money as an invest- 
ment and insurance against mark depre- 
ciation. Employes on. drawing — their 
quarterly or monthly salaries, and even 
manual workers on getting their weekly 
wages, hurry to an ‘exchange bureau, 
cigar store.or barber’s shop trafficking 
in foreign money and buy’ their favor- 
ite Kinds. This practice is particularly 
rampant in Berlin and other big cities, 
Fortunately for the mark, low--as it is, 
the country. population, with its “hugé 
hoards of paper marks, has not become 
infected ‘yet to; any. extént with the 
speculation’ mania. 


Thuringia Taxes Foreigners. 


As an attendant symptom of the mark 
collapse, many ingenious Teyton brains. 
are busy hatching out ways of mulcting 
foreigners, in. Germany. “The Thurin- 
gian Government has decided ‘to im- 
pose. a special tax on: ‘foreigners. For 
Americaris’ the ‘tax is “to $4 for a 
stay in Thuringia of one to. three days, 
$4 to $10 for a stay of one month; $20 
to $30 for six months, and $30 to $50 for 
longer than six months. The tax will 
be cheaper for other outlanders, “accord.

Delimitation of Neutral Zones. 


‘Definite delimitation for the neutral 
zones was decided upon and was_in- 
cluded in the agreement, although Ismet 
Pasha opposed the inclusion. The de- 
markation follows a line fifteen kilo- 
meters from the coast along the Straits 
of the Dardanelles and forty kilometers 
from the coast of the Bosporus.. It is 
provided that neither the allied nod Na- 
tionalist troops may: advance across 
these lfnes. The allied representatives 
agreed not to incréase the number of 
troops nor to undertake the esfistruction 
of. fortifications. . 

The portion of the railroad .along ‘the 
right bank of the Maritza River from 
Svilengrad to Lule Burgas will be subject 
to supervision. to he determined by a 
mixed commission of the Allies; accord- 
ing to the agreement.
